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.A Night In London with the Late Count 
Cavonr. 

Under this head, a writer in the London Ob- 
server describes a midnight visit made by the late 
Count Cavotir to the very worst and poorest dis- 
tricts of London.: 

lie said he wanted to juripjo for himself what 
really was the position of the mass of the people 
of this great city Hitherto," he remarked, " I 
have seen trie outside of London, I should now 
like to see the inside." Arrangements were 
made with the Metropolitan Cofnmlsaionere of Fo- 
iled, Who placed three of their best officers at 
his disposal, and made arrangements by which he 
could visit the worst districts of (he metropolis 
without any personal danger. A party of five 
started one evening, about nine o'clock, under the 
guidance of an inspector of police, and about half- 
past ten found themselves in the worst part of 
Bethnal Green. 

Their first halting place was a low public house 
in a narrow street. The inspector said " This is 
one of the worst houses in tin- metropolis i it is a 
notorious house of call for burglars." ( In the en- 
try of the party the landlord recognized the in- 
spector, and asked, iotib voce," 'Who do you want 
to-night ?" Assurances were given that no mis- 
chief was intended, and after some conversation 
between the officer! and the keeper of the den of 
thieves, Count Cavour anil his party were admitted 
to an upper room, in which at a siirt of free and 
easy, were seen some twenty men. all of whom 
had been convicted as felons, The cliairmon had 
only two days before come out of prison, and had 
the Unmistakable prison crop. The dour Oil entry 
was immediately bulled, and it dead silence ensued, 
because every man there knew the inspector, and 
believed that he had come prepared for immedi- 
ate action. When, however, it was known that 
no one was just then "wanted," and as the party 

were prepared to stand brandy and water all round, 

their bunfulneSS wore off, and the Count was en- 
tertained with songs more graphic (ban moral, 
and by one or two glove fights, which seemed to 
amuse lfim much. 

From thence the party wended their way through 
inanv scenes which it would not be ndvit ible to 
describe, until they arrived at Shadwell and War 
ping. It was then Verging on twelve o'clock, an 
the different penny ga If. and dancing saloons i 
this infamous neighborhood were each in their 
turn visited. It would occupy too much space to 
detail all lhat wa; witnessed on that memorable 
bight, but itifilea it to say, that baring seen nil 

that was (o be witnessed in this " nigh life below 
ulairs," Count favour wished tn lea how the very 
poor were housed, and where they slept. .\t the 
period referred to, the Common Lodging-house 
Act bad hardly fairly tome into operation: some 
houses were registered, but the majority were not.
